Attending  school  meant  more  than 
merely  attending  class.  Throughout  the 
day  pupils  took  care  of  many  areas  of 
personal  interest  and  business.

Wednesdays  were  set  aside  as  guidance 
days,  and  everyone  was  required  to 
remain  in  his  homeroom  for  counselling 
purposes.

"We  have  changed  our  grouping 
policy,  and  we  are  experimenting  with 
new  and  different  things,"  said  Miss 
Jean  Prichard,  English  department  head. 
The  new  grouping  policy  allows  the  de- 
partment to  schedule  advanced  classes 
and  give  exemption  tests  to  determine  a 
student's  capacity  in  English. 

Six  credits  are  required  by  the  state 
to  graduate,  but  most  students  are  now 
graduating  with  eight  or  more.  After 
the  pupils  have  completed  the  required 
four  semesters  of  English,  they  have  a 
wide  choice  of  electives  from  which  to 
choose.  All  junior  and  senior  classes  are 
now  elective,  but  a  junior  must  choose 
two  electives.  The  department  has  in- 
creased the  number  of  courses  offered 
here,  and  they  are  up-dating  their  pro- 
gram. Grammar  is  no  longer  a  required 
subject,  but  is  combined  with  literature 
and  composition  classes.  The  English  de- 
partment also  offered  language  de- 
velopment. This  new  course  is  bene- 
ficial for  those  students  interested  in 
linguistics. 

The  English  Department  is  the  largest 
academic  department  at  Ben  Davis.

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BD  Science  Department  opens  doors  to 


"Lab  today!"  This  expression  became 
more  common  and  meaningful  among 
pupils  in  the  Ben  Davis  Science  Depart- 
ment last  year.  Laboratory  experiments 
were  expanded  and  made  more  compre- 
hensive due  to  demanding  college  re- 
quirements. Advanced  chemistry  and 
physics  courses  were  designed  to  help 
prepare  students  for  college. 

Biology  I  and  II  was  offered  as  a 
general  course  which  included  botany 
and  zoology.  It  was  a  prerequisite  for 
advanced  biology,  which  was  available 
only  to  juniors  and  seniors.  Either  of  the 
two  semesters  of  advanced  biology 
might  have  been  taken  separately.  The 
first  semester,  Biology  III  was  a  botany 
course.  Biology  IV  consisted  of  com- 
parative anatomy,  in  which  students  dis- 
sected sharks  and  cats  and  studied  their 
structures  in  comparison  to  the  human 
body. 

Practical  science,  formerly  physical  sci- 
ence, was  available  to  those  who 
wanted  a  general  study  in  the  science 
area. 

The  Science  Department,  under  the 
supervision  of  Mr.  Daryl  Miller,  aimed 
to  better  prepare  BDHS  students  for  a 
place  in  a  science-oriented  world.

Sound  familiar?  This  is  the  language  of 
math,  and  it  is  quite  familiar  to  those 
enrolled  in  a  math  course  at  Ben  Davis. 
Although  only  two  credits  in  math  are 
required  to  graduate,  many  students  are 
now  taking  minors  or  majors  in  this 
field.  In  all,  eight  separate  math 
courses,  for  a  total  of  twelve  credits,  are 
offered. 

The  desire  by  colleges  and  businesses 
for  people  with  a  math  background  has 
made  math  essential.

Study,  practice  develop  skills  in  business 


Answering  telephones,  running  er- 
rands, taking  dictation,  and  typing  and 
working  in  the  Book  Den  gave  valuable 
business  training  to  many  Ben  Davis 
boys  and  girls. 

Business  education  classes  at  BDHS 
were  designed  to  equip  students  with 
skills  useful  in  the  business  world. 

For  the  first  time,  data  processing  was 
offered  to  the  business  seniors.  They 
learned  to  read  computer  cards  and  to 
make  reports  from  their  findings.  Other 
classes  such  as  business  machines,  ac- 
counting, bookkeeping  and  business  law 
were  offered. 

All  those  enrolled  in  business  classes 
were  not  necessarily  planning  for  busi- 
ness vocations.  Many  took  courses  to 
aid  them  in  their  daily  life  or  in  college. 

Mr.  Lome  Jackson,  head  of  the  de- 
partment, and  thirteen  business  teachers 
instruct  99%  of  Ben  Davis  students.

Robert  Berry,  radio  students  learned  an- 
nouncing, writing,  engineering,  inter- 
viewing, and  sportscasting. 

For  the  first  time,  every  radio  student 
was  required  to  pass  the  Federal  Com- 
munication Commission  3rd  Class  Radio- 
telephone exam.  By  possessing  a  3rd 
class  license,  the  students  were  eligible 
to  work  on  a  commercial  station. 

Radio  Station  WBDG  provided  com- 
plete play-by-play  coverage  of  all  home 
football  and  basketball  games.  It  also 
provided  a  Community  Calendar  as  well 
as  top  tunes  for  teens.

The  Speech  Department  at  Ben  Davis 
had  nnany  goals.  Of  these,  the  most  im- 
portant was  to  train  pupils  to  think 
logically  and  clearly,  and  to  critically 
analyze  what  others  have  said.  Courses 
in  this  department  also  helped  prepare 
pupils  for  college  and  for  positions  in 
the  business  world.  Besides  courses  in 
speaking,  courses  in  dramatics  and  his- 
tory of  language  were  offered.  The  op- 
portunity to  work  on  the  radio  station, 
WBDG,  also  came  from  classes  in  this  de- 
partment. A  course  in  television  produc- 
tion was  offered  to  those  who  had  satis- 
factorily completed  Radio  II.  Mr.  Larry 
Highbaugh,  department  chairman,  was 
assisted  last  year  by  two  new  teachers, 
Mr.  H.  Max  McQueen  and  Miss  Linda 
Tomlin.

Social  studies,  language  classes  cultivate 


Students  in  social  studies  classes 
learned  to  understand  world  problenns 
by  studying  other  civilizations  and  cul- 
tures. The  social  studies  staff  of  twelve 
teachers  was  headed  by  Miss  Olive 
Carruthers. 

Pupils  were  required  to  study  United 
States  history,  government,  and  a  one- 
semester  elective.  As  juniors,  they 
studied  the  economical  and  political 
progress  of  our  country  in  U.S.  History. 
In  government  classes,  seniors  pre- 
pared for  their  lives  as  productive 
citizens. 

World  history  students  studied  the 
progress  of  the  world  throughout  the 
centuries  to  gain  insight  into  present 
problems.  Psychology  and  sociology 
helped  pupils  gain  a  fuller  understand- 
ing of  themselves,  their  backgrounds, 
and  reactions  to  life.  Economics  students 
gained  knowledge  of  the  business  struc- 
ture of  the  world,  and  geography  classes 
studied  the  people,  the  customs,  and 
the  physical  characteristics  of  the  world.

With  the  vast  growth  of  travel  in  the 
world  today,  the  advantage  of  learning 
another  language  is  very  innportant.  The 
language  department,  headed  by  Mrs. 
Ina  Hyde,  had  approximately  550  stu- 
dents enrolled  in  language  courses  last 
year. 

Three  years  of  Spanish  and  Latin,  and 
four  years  of  French  were  offered.  For 
the  first  time  since  1917,  German  was 
taught  at  Ben  Davis.  Three  years  of  Ger- 
man have  ben  planned  for  the  future 
curriculum. 

Those  who  studied  language  listened 
to  recordings  of  native  speakers  and  re- 
peated what  they  heard.  This  helped 
them  to  develop  the  correct  accent. 

"The  techniques  and  equipment  of 
this  department  are  the  best  available," 
said  Mrs.  Hyde.

Foods  II  emphasized  more  advanced 
food  preparation.  Foods  III  and  IV, 
which  stressed  special  meals,  were  also 
offered. 

To  those  interested  in  sewing,  four 
courses  were  available.  Clothing  I  was 
offered,  with  Foods  I  in  junior  high.  Pur- 
chasing clothes  and  renovating  garments 
was  studied  in  Clothing  II.  In  the  third 
and  fourth  semesters  the  students  con- 
structed tailored  garments.
